DEARLY BELOVED BRETHREN, 


y A continuation and increaſe of cala- 
mities, with other motives, induce us to make 
this addreſs to you, Intimes of great danger, 
it is our duty to admoniſh and warn you of 
them, and it is that of all to attend, and conh. 
der what God requires. on ſuch occaſions. 


' You have heard of the diſtreſſes of nations at 


a diſtance; and of the near approach of the 
ſame to ourſelves. They have been made 
deſolate, and we are threatened with the ſame 
deſtruttion. Every motive calls on us to 
attend, to give aſſiſtance, and to fear or 
watch; and if poſſible to avert the danger from 
ourſeves and others, and 1n particular from 
our Royal Sovereign and from our country.

Of all the miſeries to which we are lia- 


ble in this world, thoſe are the molt to be 
deplored that endanger and ruin the loul, 
and of courſe, thoſe which fall on the Church 
which is appointed to direct us in the way of 
falvation. So that when we hear of ſuch, our 
compaſhon ſhould be more excited than by 
any others, and we ſhould be ready to give all 
the comfort and ſuccour in our power, From 
her we hear the moſt ſalutary inftruttions, in 
her boſom we receive the facraments, by her 
we are comforted under all affticiions, fwm 
her we learn the true ule we ought to make of 
all the ſufferings of this life; by her, in ſhort, 
we are directed in the ſure w ay to eternal reſt, 
Chriſt purchaſed her with his own blood. She is 
the pillar ard foundation of truth, There is no- 
thing on earth to be compared to her. She 
may- be ſliled che fign of the preſervation or 
diflolution of this world, for Chriſt will be with 
her all days to the conſummation of it. They 
who fight againſt her fight againſt the exiſtence 
of it. As then we ſhould eſteem her more 
than all other thingsonearth ; ſo our grief and 
concern ought to be proportioned to her at- 
fliction and ſorrow for the dangers and diſtreſs 
in which ſhe ſces her children. Numbers of 
her miniſters and guardians bave been impri- 
loned, exiled, or maſlacred as is known to all. 


Multitudes of her members and protettors of 


all ranks have {ſuffered in the ſame cruel man- 
ner: and thouſands or rather millions of fouls, 
like 
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like children without bread, are left without 


any ſpiritual aſſiſtance in the moſt forlorn 


condition. Above all our Supreme Paſtor, 
the Succeſſor of St. Peter, to whom was given 
the keys of the kingdom of heaven, and a com- 
miſſion by our Saviour to feed his lambs and 
ſheep, has been violently ſeized and led into 
captivity, Such diſtreſs and tribulation de- 
mand our ſighs and tears; and our zealous 
imitation of the primitive chriſtians during 
the impriſonment of St. Peter. Prayer was 
made, ſays the word of God, without ceaſing by 
the Church to God for hum. Atts 12. 5. If we 
were imprelſed as they were with the idea of 
the importance of his holy office, we ſhould 
pray for him without intermiſſion, and with the 
ſame fervour that they did for the Prince of 
the apoſtles. We have particular obligations 
to him, and reaſon to know that his favours 
would have been greater, had not the extreme 
neceſſities of ſo many thouſands of chriſtians 
who live in the midit of inßidel nations, di- 
verted his charity to them. Who will ſupply 
the want they experience of his aſſiſtance? 
You mult not however be diſmayed nor too 
much dejetted at theſe various and burning 
trials; but hope that theſe cvil days will be 
ſhortened. Many of his predeceſſors have 
been driven from their chairs, and ſuffered a 
glorious martyrdom in the {upport of the 
Church, yet God always did and will keep up 
a ſucceſſion. Perſecutions commonly con- 

| duce 
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duce to the illuſtration of the truths of faith, 
Perhaps never more ſo than in theſe late 
times, when experience has mamfeſtly demon. 
trated, how much better it would have been 
for the peace and happineſs of mankind to 
have ſubmitted to the authority eſtabliſhed by 
Chriſt, to teach all nations, than to any pre. 
tenſions of uncontrolled reaſon, or of any pri- 
vate judgment whatſoever. 


And here, as our gracious and Royal So- 


vereign, and Conſtitution are menaced by the 
ſame defiroying enemy: and our country is 
particularly marked out, and devoted to ex- 
termination with all that we eſteem valuable 
in it : we exhort you to pour out humble and 
devout prayers for their preſervation, and the 
protection of government, under the preſent 
alarming difficulties it has proclaimed to be 
hanging over us. And we intreat you to be 
ever ready, as we know you are, to give every 
aſſiſtance in your power when and where it 


directs and commiſſions you to ad and wants 


your help. 

Beholding likewiſe our own particular 
danger as individuals, it behoves each to look 
to himſelf, and conſider what may happen to 
him, and whether he can drink the chalice 


that may be prepared for him. All theſe evils. 


are inflicted in puniſhment of fin. All then 
every where are called to do penance. Theaxe ts 
lard to the root of the tree. . . either the king- 
dom of heaven mult be purchaſed by penance, 

or 
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or the tree muſt be caſt into the fire. What 
will it profit you if by your valour and fidelity 
you fave the kingdom, or the whole world, if 
you loſe your own ſoul ? The juſtice and mercy 
of God by means of the preſent chaltiſements 
manifeſtly announce to us, that his ſervice is 
. and that much more is required 
of us than we have hitherto deemed neccl- 
ſary. | 

That you may comply in part with what 
we have here pointed out: we order that all 
the clergy of the Northern Diſtrict, who have 
the care of congregations, ſhall on every Sun- 
day and Holiday (until the order be recalled) 
ſay after the Collect of the day the Prayer 
Deus omnium fidelium paſtor, p. 10. &c. and that 
inthe Maſs to the above prayer be added, with 
the Secret and Poſtcommunion the Collect, 
Ne deſpicias, &c. as in the Miſſal pro quacungue 
tribulatione. And that before or after Mals be 
ſaid the goth Pſalm Miſerere mei Deus, &c. and 
the prayer for his Holineſs Deus omnium froe- 
lium paſtor et rector, &c. And after Mals the 
19th Plalm Exaud:at, and the prayer for the 
King, Queen and Royal Family, and that after 
the Poſtcommunion be daily added, Et famnlos 
tos, &c. as hitherto. All other Priclts mult 
lay the ſame prayers preſcribed to be laid in 


the Mals. 


We earneſtly wiſh that all may immedi- 
ately and without delay conform to thele in- 
tiructions and join in theſe prayers, and ſeri— 
ouſly reflect on the trials they may be expoſed 
to boch as to foul and body and prepare tur 
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6 
them in time by the moſt religious fervor in 
the ſervice of God, and tidelity to our King 
and country, We beſeech God to protett you 
and thele realms, and to grant courage and un- 
animity to all in defence of them, We ſend 
you our benediction.

DEARLY BELOVED BRETHREN, 


Is the preſent ſcenes of trouble which con- 
tinue to diſturb the nations of Europe, which 
threaten to involve our own illands in the ſame 
diſaſters, and which have already reached to 
the ſacred perſon of our firſt Paſtor, we call 
upon you, with humble and contrite hearts, to 
approach to the Throne of Mercy, beſcechivg 
our common Father to look down with com- 
paſſion on the afflictions of his children, to 
ſulpend the further effuſion of blood, to take 
theſe kingdoms into his almighty protettion, 
and to guard his Church, with its vilible Head, 
from all the deſigns of their enemies. 

We know indeed, that whom the Lord 
loveth, he chaſtiſeth, and that through many tribu- 
lations we muſt enter into the kingdom of God: 
we alſo know that no malice of man can pre- 
vail againſt the Church of God, nor, at any 
time, diveſt its Head of that primacy of ju- 
riſdiction, which, by the divine appointment, 


belongs to him. You mult likewiſe be ſenſi- 


ble 
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ble that whether the firſt Paſtor reſide at Rome, 
Or in any other city of the world, whether he 
hold temporal poſſeſſions, or, like his Maſter 
(whoſe kingdom is not of this world) have not 
where to lay his head, he is not leſs the ſucceſ- 
ſor of St. Peter, and the ſupreme head of the 
Catholic Church under Jeſus Chriſt. Still 
feeling for the diſtreſſes to which his Holineſs 
is reduced, let us remember what was the con- 
duct of the firſt Chriſtians, when the Prince 
of the Apoſtles, by the command of King He- 
rod, was caſt into priſon at Jeruſalem: Prayer, 
ſays the ſacred text, was made, without ccaſing, 
by the Church of God for him. 

It 1s therefore our wiſh, that prayers be 
now oftered by all the faithful for our Holy 
Father in his ſorrows, for the general welfare 
of the Church, and for averting the calami— 
ties of war from this and all other countries. — 
With this view we appoint that all the offici- 
ating clergy of the Midland Diſtriét ſhall, on 
every Sunday and Holiday, (until the order 
be recalled) recite before the Maſs: the 41/t 
Plalm, viz. As the hart panteth after the 
fountains of water, &c. with the V. Be unto 
him, O Lord, a tower of ſtrength. R. From 
the face of the enemy, with the prayer, O 
God, the paſtor of all the faithful, &c. and 
that in the Mals, to the above prayer, with its 
correſpondent Secret and Poſtcommunion be 
added the Collett, Ne de/picras, &c. as in the 
Miſſal pro quacungue tribulatione. Ard we ears 
neſtly exhort all the faithful to unite with 
their paſtors in theſe prayers, and in thoſe ap-

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pointed to be offered for the ſafety of our 


* moſt Gracious Sovereign and of theſe realms, 
with the moſt fervent devotion.
